It is important because 
it represents a clearly de- | 
fin agreement by the 
majority of the nations of 
the world as to what the 
fundamental rights of man 
are.

that there are certain 
standards by which we can

The U.N. was founded | 
to 323 certain specifie 
tasks and is charged with 
the preservation of peace:
